Shocked parents were told that the 
Thursday sessions will be scrapped from 
the beginning of next morning, while 
Saturday afternoon sessions would be 
axed during school holidays. 

Callum’s dad Adrian said: “The worst 
thing is that in January we were promised 
that there wouldn’t be any funding cuts to 
this service, so it really did come as a 
shock. 

“There are so many other things that 
they could cut that have a paid-for service 
- the Playhouse is one that springs to 
mind. But they have decided to turn 
against the one and only facility available 
for disabled youngsters in the area where 
they can have a bit of independence and 
enjoy playing with their friends. 

He added: “When Callum saw the arti¬ 
cle in the Star he just went white. He 
attends Sam’s Place with Aaran from time 
to time so really knows just how much it 
will affect him when it closes down. 

“We are really proud of everything he 
is doing and just hope that the council 
reconsiders their decision which, frankly, 
I think is absolutely disgusting.” 

Last week Harlow Council leader 
Andrew Johnson said “tough budget 
choices” meant that the services offered 
at the centre had to be cut back. But fol¬ 
lowing the public outcry councillor Joel

A HARLOW schoolboy is urging 
residents to back a campaign he 
has started to save a youth club 
for children with special needs. 

Callum Broad (12), of Northbrooks, 
was so upset after reading the Star’s 
report about Harlow Council’s plans to 
cut services at Sam’s Place that he imme¬ 
diately organised a petition to save the 
youth club that does so much to support 
his older brother, Aaran. 

Callum, a pupil at Passmores School, 
has already been busy passing around 
copies of the petition and posters at 
school but wants to drum up even more 
support to try and stop £15,000 of cuts 
being made to the centre. 

“Sam’s Place is so great and my broth¬ 
er really loves it,” he said. “They help him 
and the other kids to do all sorts of things 
that they would never get to do otherwise 
and some of his best friends are there.” 

Aaran suffers from a range of disabili¬ 
ties including global developmental 
delay, ADHD, epilepsy and partial blind¬ 
ness. “He still doesn’t quite understand 
about the cuts,” said Callum. “I just don’t 
know how we are going to tell him; it is 
going to be so hard.” 

Plans to withdraw services from the 
Fold Croft Centre were originally 
announced at the group’s weekly evening 
youth club session two weeks ago.

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Gym boss caught up in the terror of Japan earthquake 


A MARTIAL arts instructor visiting Japan 
for a competition has spoken of the terrifying 
moment when the country was struck by 
Friday’s earthquake. 

Brett Sizeland (29), owner of Concept Fit¬ 
ness in Epping, was walking in central Tokyo 
with a client when they felt the tremors. 

“There was no warning,” Brett, pictured 
right, told the Star. “Before we knew it build¬ 
ings were shaking. We guessed it was an 
earthquake but when it just kept going we 


didn’t know what was going on. 

“People were running out into the streets 
screaming but no-one spoke any English. It 
was very scary. 

“I remember looking up and thinking ‘this 
doesn’t look good’ because the buildings were 
shaking so violently. It was like being on a 
boat.” 

After the initial quake hit, Brett was made 
to sit outside for almost five hours whilst 
ongoing tremors struck the city 


“At one point when it was thought to be 
safe we were allowed back into the hotel. We 
got to the 10th floor when the whole building 
started shaking again. It was terrifying, we 
just ran straight back outside.” 

Brett said the earthquake brought the entire 
capital city to standstill. 

“I’ve never seen anything like it,” he said. 
“There wasn’t any public transport running 
and all the motorways were completely 
jammed up. And with the nuclear threat we 


were told to stay indoors if it rained in case of 
contamination.” 

The disaster, which triggered a tsunami 
across the north-eastern region of Japan, is est¬ 
imated to have killed more than 10,000 peo¬ 
ple. 

“Living through it just makes you 
appreciate how lucky we are to live i: 
a country like the UK,” added Brett. 

“It has certainly been a memorable 
first trip to Japan.” 



Town centre plans 
back on the table 


PLANS for the redevelopment of the 
neglected northern end of Harlow town 
centre are back on track, according to 
council chiefs. 

The authority revealed this week it is ready to 
re-start the tendering process following the sud¬ 
den withdrawal of developers and main investors 
Stockland from the scheme in May last year. 

The proposals have been scaled back from the 
ambitious scope of the original plans and will 
now concentrate on the regeneration of Stone 
Cross and the surrounding area to create open 
plan squares, a multi-screen cinema, flagship 
department store, restaurants, cafes and new 
retail units. 

The scheme - originally dubbed Town Centre 
North - has been rebranded as the Stone Cross 
Redevelopment to reflect the changes, although 
the blueprints developed by Stockland and pur¬ 
chased by the council following the firm’s with¬ 
drawal are still expected to form the basis of the 
redevelopment. 

With the formal publication of the tender 
notice expected in mid-May, the council is confi¬ 
dent it will have appointed a new commercial

partner for the project by November. 

Russell Perrin, chairman of the council’s 
regeneration and enterprise working group, said 
there was a “renewed appetite” among develop¬ 
ers for ambitious town centre redevelopment 
schemes. 

“We think the time is now right for this proj¬ 
ect,” he said. “It is well-defined and offers major 
opportunities for retailers in a vibrant town cen¬ 
tre just 25 miles from London. 

“We have already had informal talks with 
major retailers and they recognise that Harlow is 
a town ripe for this sort of development. 

“It will bring with it some visually striking 
new public areas so absolutely builds on 
Harlow's heritage as an open and attractive place 
to work and shop.” 

Developers are expected to go onto a shortlist 
in September this year with formal confirmation 
of the successful applicant in late November or 
early December. Work is likely to start in 2013 
for completion by 2016. 

The project has cross-party support on the 
council, but Harlow Civic 
Society vice-chairman John 
Curry said his group - set 
up to preserve and protect 
the town’s heritage - still 
had reservations about the 
scheme. 

“We would like to see a 
far more inclusive, coher¬ 
ent approach to this rede¬ 
velopment,” he told the 

Star. 

“Although Stone Cross 
is an ideal place to begin 
the project, we would 
rather see the plans started 
on from scratch in a bid to 
preserve as much of what 
we already have as possi¬ 
ble rather than knocking it 
all down. 

He added: “We have 
long argued against the 
piecemeal regeneration of 
the town. I can only hope 
that the successful appli¬ 
cant strives to link the 
town centre with its neigh¬ 
bouring residential areas 
to make it feel like less of 
a concrete island cordoned 
off by a dual carriageway.”

Andy Cooper (47), of Grey- 
goose Park, was thrown from his 
bike after it collided with a car 
on the B183 at Feathers Hill. 

Other drivers rushed to help 


the married father-of-two as he 
lay on the ground some way 
from the bike, which had burst 
into flames in the middle of the 
road following the smash. 

Gilly Dowell, of High Street, 
Hatfield Broad Oak, was with 
daughter Charlotte when they 
came across the scene of the 
accident. 

“The motorbike was on fire 


and in the distance there was a 
car on the verge,” she said “I 
went to see if there was anything 
I could do and my daughter 
dialled 999 from her mobile. 

“There was an off-duty police 
officer who came running up. 
He started CPR and he was 
doing that for 10-15 minutes 
before the ambulance arrived.” 

She added: “It was horrible to 


see. I have not witnessed any¬ 
thing like it before.” 

Despite efforts to resuscitate 
Mr Cooper, he was pronounced 
dead at the scene. 

The driver of the car, a 42- 
year-old local man, was unin¬ 
jured.

ANGRY motorists using the car park at 
Harlow’s Princess Alexandra Hospital have 
criticised the firm responsible for issuing 
fines to visitors’ vehicles parked in unma¬ 
rked bays. 

While some signs warn drivers that a fine will 
be issued for cars that are not parked 
in bays, not all do. This has lead to 
claims that the situation is unclear. 

The company that enforces the 
rules, Excel Parking Services Ltd, has 
also been accused of showing a lack 
of compassion when told of the sensi¬ 
tive circumstances of some of those 
appealing against their fines. 

Harlow resident Margaret Fusco, 
who received a ticket after parking on 
a grass verge while visiting her 
gravely-ill son at the hospital, said 
she was amazed the company could 
be “so heartless”. 

“I was so upset to come back after 
such an emotional time at the hospi¬ 
tal and find that I had got a ticket,” 
she said. “I phoned the company up 
the next day and was told to appeal 
which I did. 

“The appeal was rejected and I was 
made to pay the fine. If visiting your 
dying son isn’t enough of a reason 
then I really don’t know what is. I 
think they are absolutely disgusting.” 

Alan Walker, who lives in Nor¬ 
folk, received a ticket for not parking 
in a bay while visiting his mother at 
hospital. He said he believed the 
company wanted people to continue 
parking in unmarked bays to make 
money. 




”If it was such an issue then why 
would they not just put up more signs 
or place some bollards in the areas 
visitors are not meant to park in?” he 
said. 

“I think it is a massive money¬ 


making con and is absolutely 
appalling, especially when it is affect¬ 
ing people who have much graver 
things to worry about then waiting for 
a marked bay to become available.” 

An Excel spokesman said parking 
regulations were clearly displayed 
across the site and it was motorists’ 
responsibility to ensure they park 
within the rules. 

“The signage throughout the car 
park clearly states that vehicles must 
be parked within a designated bay 
and any vehicle contravening these 
terms and conditions is subject to 
receiving a parking charge notice. 

“It is entirely the motorist’s respon¬ 
sibility to satisfy themselves before 
leaving the vehicle that they are not 
contravening any terms and condi¬ 
tions.” 

A PAH spokeswoman said the hos¬ 
pital was currently looking at ways of 
increasing the capacity of the visi¬ 
tors’ car park to avoid problems in the 
future. 

“We do recognise people’s con¬ 
cerns and are currently reviewing the 
capacity and use of the car park 
across the entire site with the view of 
adding a further 100 spaces,” she 
added.

Hospital protest over 
health service reform 


TRADE unionists and Harlow 
Labour Party members staged a 
protest outside Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital on Thursday to 
voice their opposition to the 
Government’s plans to reform 
the National Health Service. 

The group handed out leaflets 
calling on Health Secretary 
Andrew Lansley to rethink pro¬ 
posals to transfer £80m of the 
NHS budget and commission¬ 
ing powers to GP consortia 
while enabling private health 
firms to compete for work. 

David Forman, press officer 
for Harlow Trade Union 
Council, said: “The coalition’s 
plans for the NHS will see foun¬ 
dation trusts competing for 


work against any willing private 
providers, which will inevitably 
lead to staff reductions, cuts in 
pay, less research and develop¬ 
ment and reduced training 
opportunities. 

“The waste and cost of com¬ 
petition due to advertising, mar¬ 
keting and administration will 
mean less money for patient 
care or they will recoup this 
wasted money by reducing staff 
costs.” 

He added: “We want to show 
the Government people power 
in action and save our NHS.”

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Benefits reform throws 
a spanner in the works 

SIR, I write with reference to the proposed 
partnership between Harlow and Uttlesford councils 
which will result in the relocation of Uttlesford’s 
revenues and benefits staff to Harlow and the 
implementation of a joint IT system. 

The Coalition Government’s attempt to simplify 
benefits, are becoming more detailed by the day. 
Universal Credit will result in a move from benefits 
work being administered by councils to the 
Department of Work and Pensions . This will take 
effect from October 2013 until the DWP take over 
full administration in 2017. 

It is believed that the rate of transfer from local 
authorities to DWP will be accelerated in order to 
meet the DWP’s own administration savings targets. 

It therefore follows that during this time, as the DWP 
staff take over this work, there will obviously need to 
be a matching reduction in council benefits staff 
until finally there will be no-one working in this 
capacity within councils across the country. 

When the Harlow and Uttlesford partnership was 
first proposed early in 2010, Universal Credit was 
just a twinkling in Iain Duncan Smith’s eye. Now its 
implications are clearer, surely the partnership 
proposals need to be looked at again? 

The current incumbents in the council, so caught-up 
with the partnership proposal, will no doubt deny 
that there is an issue or state that they are employing 
a consultant to look into the implications of 
Universal Credit on the partnership proposals. 
However, I feel a consultant will not be prepared to 
listen - as it appears that management and 
councillors have not - as it will be in the consultant's 
financial interests to continue with the consultancy 
in delivering the partnership. 

I fully realise the initial reason behind the 
partnership was to make savings but I ask the 
council, with so much changing, if there is little 
point in proceeding at this current time? I really do 
not believe it will be possible to deliver the 
envisaged savings. 

My aim in writing this letter is to try to protect 
taxpayers’ money (even if these proposals are being 
financed by a grant, it is still being paid for by the 
taxpayer), especially with the current financial state 
of the country. 

Unfortunately, history tells me that my warning will 
not be heeded. Our money will be spent on 
implementing the partnership at great cost to the 
taxpayer and the savings predicted will not be met. 
And once again, with the consultants long gone, and 
a political change in council members or senior 
council staff moving onto pastures new, no-one will 
be around to be held accountable when the proposed 
savings do not come into fruition. 

Such is the way councils are run.

SIR, With reference to your report about the 
impending closure of the youth club at Sam’s 
Place, I have a son who has autism with 
attention deficit hyperactivity disorder. He 
attends Harlow Field School and has been 
going to Sam’s Place for five years. 

I have been to most of the clubs in Harlow 
and have been told by the staff that they do 
not have the training to cope with his 
destructive behaviour and so I cannot take 
him there. 

He has also experienced bullying from the 
other children and therefore did not like the 
clubs and did not feel safe attending. 

This has made me feel that I cannot approach 
any other club in Harlow as they do not have 
the equipment or the training to help children 
like my son play in a comfortable and safe 
environment. 

However, Sam’s Place offers all children an 
environment with fully trained staff and even 
some specialist equipment. It offers a much 
wider range of activities, some of which might 
normally be unavailable to children who need 
specialist care. It may not seem difficult for a 
parent to take their child out for a meal or to 
the cinema, but for many of the parents 
whose children attend Sam’s Place this may 
have seemed impossible before. 

The staff have the ability to make all activities 
accessible and to encourage the children to 
develop the social skills to interact with their 
peers in a positive way. For example, when he 
began to experience some bullying, they acted 
immediately to help him and his friend 
communicate in a positive way and they have 
remained friends ever since. 

Children like my son can really relax and be 
themselves without worrying about possible 
confrontation with others. If the other clubs 
in Harlow don’t get the appropriate training 
to cope, the closure of the youth club will 
deprive these children of the one place they 
can go to be themselves and enjoy the benefit

Essex Investment Plan, the chief executives of Harlow, 
Uttlesford and Epping Forest councils have agreed that 
none of these councils will seek to instigate a boundary 
change where new housing is developed close to a 
boundary other than through mutual agreement.

Thug sentenced to 
hospital detention 


A THUG who carried out what 
a judge described an “appall¬ 
ing” attack on a young man in 
Harlow has been detained in 
hospital under the Mental 
Health Act. 

Carl Paterson (21), of Brenthall 
Towers, Potter Street, Harlow, pleaded 
guilty to causing actual bodily to Jay 
Messenger when the case was heard at 
Chelmsford Crown Court last Septe¬ 
mber. 

During the hearing the court was 
told Paterson and a second defendant 
- Mark James - celebrated the attack 
with “hugs and high-fives”.

Prosecutor Nueka Akudolu said Mr 
Messenger had been in a nightclub 
until the early hours before the attack 
in April of last year.. 

She said a fight had broken out and 
Patterson started punching Mr 
Messenger. James (23), also of 
Brenthall Towers, joined in and after 
the victim fell to the floor the pair 
continued to hit his face, even when 
he rolled himself up in a ball. 

“As the pair left the scene they 
could be seen hugging each other and 


giving what appears to be a high five 
but were arrested soon afterwards,” 
said Ms Akudolu. 

Judge Karen Walden-Smith said: 
“This was a violent town centre 
assault. Plainly, you had been drinking 
extraordinary quantities of alcohol 
that fuelled the violence meted out to 
a victim who was trying to stop fight¬ 
ing and for his trouble received 
injuries.” 

James was jailed for 18 months 
after pleading guilty to causing actual 
bodily harm, but Patterson was made 
the subject of an interim hospital order 
for further psychiatric assessment. 

On Friday Paterson returned to the 


Crown Court where when Judge 
Anthony Goldstaub imposed the hos¬ 
pital order. 

“This was an absolutely appalling 
offence,” he told the defendant. “I 
hope it was as a result of mental ill¬ 
ness otherwise it would have been 
very wicked.” 

The judge added it would be for the 
hospital authorities to decide when 
Paterson was fit for release. 

Chelmsford Crown Court heard 
that he had 13 previous convictions 
for 33 offences but had received a psy¬ 
chiatric assessment after suffering 
worse problems around the time of the 
assault.

Working together for Harlow 


The passing of 
a solitary man

A LTHOUGH it is now more than 
a month since we wrote about 
the Harlow Hermit - whose real 
name was Charlie Haddock - the 
memories are still pouring in. 

So much so that local history officer David 
Devine decided it was time to make his own 
investigations into this colourful character. It 
was time well spent for he made quite a 
discovery - Charlie’s obituary. 

It appeared in the Harlow Citizen on February 
9, 1952 and reiterates many of the comments 
made by Star readers, as well as revealing 
even more about this mysterious local legend. 

So this week we reprint the obituary, which 
was headlined ‘Death of Charlie the Hermit’. 

This is how it read: 

‘Charlie the Hermit’, who became 
almost a legendary figure around 
Harlow and Sawbridgeworth, died on 
Thursday of last week at his caravan 
which he had on land owned by Mr. Jack 
Robarts - a farmer. 

Charlie - Mr. Charles Haddock - who 
was 81 and a bachelor, liked a solitary 
life and for over 23 years he lived in a 
hollow in the ground on the bank of the 
River Stort between Harlow and 
Sawbridgeworth. Before that he lived 
for three-and-a-half years in a tree in 
Epping Forest. 

He developed his liking for an open-air 
life whilst living in Australia and 
Canada after serving with the Forces in 
the First World War. When he returned to 
England he found he could not stand life 
in London so he started his life of 
solitude in Epping Forest. 

In May 1958 ‘Charlie the Hermit’ had to 
go to hospital and whilst he was away 
his shanty home on the river bank was 
destroyed. On his discharge from 
hospital he spent some time in a home 
for ex-Service men but he could not be 
kept from Harlow. In the following 
November he returned to live in a 
caravan he had brought. 

Charlie had an impressive figure, was 
over six feet tall with a mass of white 
hair. He was fond of children and would 
welcome them to his home on the river 
bank and entertain them with his 
knowledge of nature. 

The funeral service was on Tuesday at 
Colchester Cemetery.

College rag mag banned 

Harlow College's new rag magazine was banned within 
hours of going on sale on Friday. Full of sexual jokes 
and featuring a cartoon of a naked woman on the back 
cover, the magazine was withdrawn following 
complaints from staff and students. Representatives 
from Harlow women's centre, for whom some of the 
magazine's proceeds had been intended, denounced the 
magazine as "racist, sexist, juvenile and unfunny". 

Pupils lunch at home 

Pupils were being sent home at lunchtime today when 
teachers closed their schools for an hour. The action 
was part of a national protest against the Government 
to establish a countrywide agreement over the 
supervision of children during the lunch break.

EVERYONE who uses our town centre will 
admit that, while the original design 
remains striking, parts may be showing 
their age.

There will be a competitive pitch 
in which we hope to see really exciting 
proposals for a new cinema, shops, a 
department store and cafes - right in the 
heart of Harlow. 

We hope to name the successful company 
this November. 

Renewal isn't just about the town centre, of 
course. The other news is that we are now 
starting the process of replacing dozens of 


ageing bungalows on our estates. While 
there is a terrific strain on our housing 
stock - as with all councils -1 am really 
pleased we are still able to offer 
comfortable new homes to residents. 

The phrase “green shoots of recovery” is a 
cliche much overused in politics. But as you 
travel along Second Avenue in Harlow and 


enjoy the blaze of colour the flowers 
provide, it feels to me like new growth is in 
the air. 

Our town was built on the principle that 
people could live in good homes near an 
attractive centre with green spaces running 
through it. I think our new town plans are 
perfect to continue that mission.

Child's words of 
grief that moved 
a judge to tears 


A YOUNG girl’s grief at the death of 
her father in a road accident as he 
cycled to work moved a judge to 
tears this week. 

A statement by nine-year-old Zara, the 
youngest daughter of father-of-seven John 
Brace-Day, was read out at Luton Crown 
Court at the request of her mother. 

In it she said: “I miss my daddy reading 
me bedtime stories. He used to take me on 
bike rides but I am not allowed a bike any 
more. 

“I went up two levels in English 
but I cannot tell my dad. I miss irJ 
going out with my dad and his 
jokes and I am sad he will not 
see me grow up. I do not 
want to forget him. I will 
miss him on my birthday 
and I don’t like Christmas 
now.” 

Mr Brace-Day (54), pic¬ 
tured right, ofHighWych 
Lane, High Wych, was 
struck by a lorry as he 
cycled along the A414 
between Harlow and Stanst- 
ead Abbotts on December 15. 

2009. 

Lorry driver Paul Winfield 
(36), of Stopsley, near Luton, was 
charged with causing death by danger¬ 
ous driving and on Monday was jailed for 24 
weeks after pleading guilty to the offence. 

Sally Mealing-McLeod, prosecuting, said 
the accident happened at 7.30am. The lights 
on Mr Brace-Day’s bike were on and he was 
wearing a high-visibility jacket and cycling 
close to the kerb. 

The court was told Winfield has never 
been able to explain how he failed to see 
him. Experts said Mr Brace-Day would have 
been in his vision for at least 10 seconds and 
possibly as long as 18 seconds. 

Miss Mealing-McLeod added that, while 
at the scene, Winfield said: “I was driving

along and all of a sudden he was there. There 
was a car on my other side and I could not 
move and I hit the bike. I feel sick thinking 
about it.” 

The lorry’s tachograph showed he was 
driving at 53mph along the 50mph stretch of 
road and there had been no reduction in his 
speed in the seconds before the collision. 

Alexander Williams, representing 
Winfield, said in mitigation: “It is 
an emotive case. He [ Winfield] 
has read the impact statements 
from the family and each of 
them is deeply moving. He 
was clearly a much-loved 
husband, father and grand¬ 
father. 

“He bears responsibility 
for their tragic loss and he 
bears it heavily. To this day 
he cannot understand how 
he failed to detect Mr 
Brace-Day on his bicycle. 
“He was not distracted by 
anything and cannot offer any 
explanation, but he could not 
have been exercising the degree 
of care and attention that one would 
expect of him as an experienced profes¬ 
sional driver.” 

Passing sentence, judge Andrew Bright 
said: “The tragedy this case represents is 
beyond words. It is difficult to read the fam¬ 
ily's statements without tears forming.” 

He told Winfield, who was also banned 
from driving for one year: “You had an unre¬ 
stricted view for a minimum of 10 seconds 
in which to see him which is a very long 
time. 

“The most extraordinary thing of all is 
that you took no avoiding action at all. He 
bore no responsibility at all for what hap¬ 
pened to him.”

Roof safety work 
at fire-hit estate 
now on schedule 

The existing timber-framed 
roofs are being replaced with 
modern, lightweight steel struc¬ 
tures with firebreak walls, while 
fascias and soffits are being 
replaced with modem materials 
requiring less maintenance. 

New guttering and downpipes 
are also being fitted to ensure 
good drainage. 

A nine-strong residents’ quali¬ 
ty control team has been set up to 
keep an eye on how work is pro¬ 
gressing, and team member Ted 
Thirley, who has lived in 
Berecroft since the estate was 
built in 1971, said he was impr¬ 
essed with work so far. 

“I can now see the process of 
the roof being replaced and all 
the associated works,” he said. 

“I have to say I am really 
impressed with the consultation 
that South Anglia has provided 
and the overall professional 
approach to the works and resi¬ 
dent involvement.” 

Work has now begun on a fur¬ 
ther two blocks of homes.

THE first phase of safety im¬ 
provement works to homes 
on the fire-ravaged Berecroft 
estate has now been complet¬ 
ed following months of 
“unavoidable” delays. 

The neighbourhood has been 
rocked by several devastating 
fires in recent years, and con¬ 
cern over the ease with which 
flames spread through the 
shared roofspace of terraced 
homes prompted housing asso¬ 
ciation South Anglia to agree 
to fund a £3m programme of 
remedial works last year. 

But after work on the ini¬ 
tial block of four properties 
ground to a halt in December due 
to unforeseen structural prob¬ 
lems, workmen have now finally 
completed the first phase of the 
£3m project. 

And this week the housing 
association said it was confident 


that the roofs of all 226 homes 
affected will be replaced by the 
end of the year. 

Tracy White, managing direc¬ 
tor for South Anglia, said: “We 
are as delighted as residents that 


the re-roofing programme is now 
in full swing. 

“It is a massive undertaking 
but we’re working really hard to 
minimise disruption to those liv¬ 
ing on the estate.” 


Lights on at 
'hamburger' 
roundabout 


TRAFFIC congestion caused by 
long-term roadworks on the 
A414 in Harlow should be 
eased after a new junction 
opened this week. 

The 'hamburger' roundabout 


at the junction with Southern 
Way will allow the main flow 
of traffic onto the A414 to 
proceed straight across the 
roundabout under signal 
control. 

The new junction is part of a 
£10m road widening scheme 
being carried out to the A414 
between the Mil roundabout 
as Hastingwood and Southern 
Way. 

Essex County Council 
chairman Rodney Bass and 
county councillor Norman 


Hume, cabinet member for 
highways and transportation, 
were in Harlow on Tuesday for 
the switch on of the lights. 
"The 'hamburger' roundabout 
will help to increase capacity 
on the junction and improve 
traffic flow on the A414," said 
Mr Hume. 

"This is a key stage in the 
completion of the Harlow 
A414 dualling scheme which 
will deliver reduced 
congestion for motorists." 


Pre-trial hearing in case of 
Tory peer's expenses claims 


A PRE-trial hearing in the case of 
former Essex County Council 
leader Lord Hanningfield, who is 
accused of fiddling his expenses, 
was held at the Old Bailey on 
Monday. 

Lord Hanningfield (70), who 
faces six charges of false acco¬ 
unting, did not attend the hearing. 

It is alleged that between 
March 2006 and May 2009, Lord 
Hanningfield submitted claim 
forms to the House of Lords that 
he knew were false. 

The charges are said to relate 
to overnight allowances for acco¬ 
mmodation in London when 


records appeared to show he was 
driven to his home near Chelms¬ 
ford. 

Another hearing is due to take 
place next month and Lord 
Hanningfield’s trial is set to take 
place at Southwark Crown Court 
in May. 

Lord Hanningfield, who said 
at the time that his claims had 
been made in good faith, was sus¬ 
pended from the Parliamentary 
Conservative Party and stood 
down as a front bench business 
spokesman in the House of Lords 
and leader of Essex County 
Council.

A SNAKE that is native to the UK 
could soon be hiss-tory, according 
to new research suggesting they are 
vanishing from our countryside. 

A nationwide survey by the Amphibian and 
Reptile Conservation Trust found 
that the adder has been slowly 
disappearing from its traditional 
habitat since 2007. 

Worried wildlife experts now 
believe that adders - the 
UK’s only poisonous snakes 
- might need conservation to 
prevent them from dying out. 

It is thought the snakes 
are killed ^ 


because 
people 
believe they 
are deadly 
- even 
though 
their venom 
is not 
powerful 
enough to 
cause 


serious problems for humans. 

The ARC Trust says their decline may also be 
a result of disturbance of their natural habitat. 
Adders aren’t the only reptiles in trouble, 
though. The study also found that numbers 
of slow worms - often mistaken for snakes 
because of their size - common lizards, 
grass snakes, common toads and common 
frogs are dwindling. 

The only species among reptiles 
and amphibians found to be 
increasing in population was 
the palmate newt.

A THRILLING tale of bloodlust 
and murder is sure to strike fear 
into the hearts of aspiring thesps 
when it opens at Moot Hall in 
The Stow next week.

IF your experience of hypnosis is

E VEN if you don’t claim to 
be a car enthusiast, it 
would be hard to ignore 
that the Focus has been a huge 
hit for Ford. 

It’s been an almost permanent 
fixture at the top of the sales 
charts since its original launch 
and been the benchmark others 
have been judged by ever since. 
So what’s new? In a nutshell, 
everything. Now positioned as 
a world car within Ford, this 
Focus will be sold around the 
world. That brings economies 
of scale and is one reason why 
the car can be had with a range 
of good value optional 
equipment packages such as an 
impressive safety kit bundle. 
There’s also a greater emphasis 
on economy and emissions, 
with the range kicking off with 
a 109g/km diesel and the 
promise of more to come in the 
future. Engine stop-start 
technology plus the use of 
Ford’s new EcoBoost petrol 
engines and fuel-sipping DSG 
Powershift gearboxes add to 
Ford’s frugal approach to 
motoring. 

It’s not a hair shirt experience, 
though. In keeping with other 
recent new Fords, the Focus is 
a polished performer inside 
and out. Visually, this third 
generation car boasts a more 
streamlined and slippery 
profile, while inside there’s an 
equally high quality approach 
to fixtures and fittings. 


The cabin is noticeably driver¬ 
centric, with the car’s major 
controls close to hand. There’s 
also no shortage of 
information available to the 
driver, what with a pair of 
superbly clear electronic 
displays - one for the audio 
unit and one between the main 
dials. 

Fans of the old car will feel 
right at home thanks to a 
familiar feel to the various 
types of switchgear. 

Newcomers will be faced by a 
more upbeat and engaging 
experience than what’s 
available in some rivals as the 
overall cabin ambience is 
lighter and brighter than the 
traditional German opposition. 
It takes more than a cursory 
glance around the cabin to fully 
appreciate the lengths Ford has 
gone to in order to maintain its 
class-leading status. The same 


is true out on the road as, 
initially, the experience 
appears to have shifted 
considerably more towards 
comfort. 

What has Ford done with the 
car’s sporty and engaging 
character? In truth it never left, 
only this time it’s been cleverly 
contained in a more refined 
and composed wrapper. Push a 
little harder in a corner and 
you’ll soon experience some of 
the old Focus magic. 

Everything is so darn polished 
now - Volkswagen and the like 
should be worried. 

Considerable praise should 
also be directed towards the 
engine department. Ford is 
offering 1.6 and 2.0-litre 
engines in both petrol and 
diesel form, in a range of 
power outputs. In petrol guise 
there’s a choice of 105,125 and 
150 horsepower, while diesels 
run from 115 to 140 and 163 


horsepower. 

Predictably, the highest output 
diesel motor scores well if you 
plan on racking up the miles. 

Its flexible nature makes light 
work of long distances and its 
six-speed manual gearbox can 
be swapped for a DSG-style 
auto if you wish. 

Ford’s petrol motors have 
improved beyond all 
recognition in recent years. As 
a willing, free-revving 
alternative to the more frugal 
diesel units, such engines prove 
ideal for shorter, stop-start 
journeys and boast less weight, 
which further enhances the 
car’s agility. 

As the old saying goes, power is 
nothing without control and 
the Focus isn’t short of 
systems to keep you and the car 
in check. Apart from the 
predictable abundance of 
airbags this Focus can be had 
with some interesting Volvo- 


esque features, which shouldn’t 
be a surprise considering the 
two were once very close. 
Packaged as a bundle of 
features, you get a blind spot 
warning, lane departure alert, 
city speed auto braking 
function and a speed limit sign 
reader that displays the 
relevant information in the 
electronic fascia readout. It 
was only a few short years ago 
that such technology was the 
preserve of expensive luxury 
cars and makes the inclusion 
in a Tegular’ family hatch a big 
deal. 

You can thank Ford’s 
economies of scale approach 
for the decision and look 
forward to more of the same in 
the years to come with other 
new Fords. 

Make no mistake, this Focus is 
a supremely competent and 
attractive car. It might take a 
few minutes - and a few miles 
behind the wheel - to fully 
appreciate the progress made 
by Ford’s engineers but when 
you do you’ll be pleasantly 
surprised by what’s been 
achieved. 

The combination of big-car 
refinement and equipment 
levels, a rounded and polished 
driving experience and an 
engine range offering real 
world savings are just a few of 
the many highlights. Even in 
uncertain times, if its 
performance is anything to go 
by this Focus is destined to be 
another chart-topper.

Access for emergency vehicles and pedestrians will be maintained at all 
times during the closure.

Canes Lane, A414 Roundabout, A414 London Road, Harlow Common 
and vice versa. 

The Order will come into effect on 21 March 2011 and may continue in 
force for 18 months or until the works have been completed, whichever 
is the earlier.

Boss could face 
touchline ban 


FUMING Hawks boss 
Danny Chapman will con¬ 
sider an appeal if he is 
handed a four-match ban 
by the FA. 

The Harlow Town manager 
was sent off just after half-time 
in Saturday’s 2-1 league win 
over Thamesmead Town. 

He had had words with referee 
Anthony Serrano at the break, and 
was dismissed for using foul and 
abusive language minutes into the 
second period. 

However, Chapman denies 
swearing and fans behind the dug- 
out vouched for the Hawks boss. 

“He has officially sent me off. 
He doesn’t have to show a manag¬ 
er a red card. His reason for send¬ 
ing me off was that I used foul and 
abusive language, but I didn’t. We 
have to decide whether I appeal or 
just get on with it,” said Chapman. 

“I have never been sent off for 
what he said [using foul and abu¬ 
sive language]. Whether they [the 
FA] take that into account? I did 
not swear at the bloke. He gave a 
free-kick against us. Two minutes

later the same thing happened to 
us and [he did not give that deci¬ 
sion] so I just asked him to be con¬ 
sistent. 

“It was the way he said ‘shut 
up’ to me. I said ‘if you want 
respect you must show respect as 
well’. I said ‘let’s get on with the 
game’ and 10 seconds later he sent 
me off. Their [Thamesmead’s] 
bench got abusive later in the 
game but he never took any action 
whatsoever.

The incident will have been 
included in Serrano’s report and 
previous cases have seen the FA 
dish out a four-match ban.
